LODGING FOK SOLDIERS 


“The government will not make a 
test case out of me” said one of the 
hotel owners 
of Gettysburg 
in re­ 
sponse to an inquiry if he was going 
to keep his bar room open after the 
statement by Attorney 
General A. 
Mitchell Palmer that he would not in­ 
terfere with the sale of two and three- 
quarter per cent beer but that the li­ 
quor men who took such action would 
be liable to prosecution later. 
“My bar 
is closed and will 
stay 
closed until the law allows me to re­ 
open,” said another hotel man, “but 
I would not be surprised in the least! 
if we would be selling liquor again | 
in another ten days or two weeks for 
I believe on his return to this country 
President Wilson will declare demo­ 
bilization completed and 
the sale of 
liquor legal until January 16.” 
The opinions of these two men con­ 
stitute the thought of the other hotel 
men in Gettysburg arni it is not likely 
that any of them will try to sell any 
drinks over the bar unless given pre­ 
cise authority to do so by the gov­ 
ernment.

men who are convicted by the courts 
will be sent to prison for long terms 
and do not care to run the risk of ap­ 
pearing in court as test cases. 
Most of the bars are sold out al­ 
most completely and will have to or­ 
der a new supply of liquor if they are 
allowed to reopen.

Many Soldiers and sailors who 
tieing discharged at New York, Phila­ 
delphia, Baltimore 
and Washington 
do not draw sufficient money to defray 
their expenses home and are obliged 
to walk out the Lincoln Highway. Sev­ 
eral days ago a sailor and his wife 
passed through Gettysburg on foot and 
said they were walking to Cincinnati. 
A number of the men apply 
for 
sleeping accommodations and the com­ 
mittee feels it is their duty to provide 
for them.

Minute bacteria and fungi—traces of 
their colonies, that Is to say—have 
been found in the fossil droppings of 
extinct species of fishes, embalmed, as 
one might say, In our coal deposits. In 
plant structures of corresponding an­ 
tiquity are discovered natural “cul­ 
tures" of beet erin, sill rifled. 
The fossil teeth of long-extinct spe­ 
cies of fishes have been found affected 
by "dental carles"—Irregular decayed 
spots.

been lifted. 
A tw o cent

Bo m any m onths has returned. A one 
cent stam p is all th a t is required on 
picture post cards. 


Provisions have 
been m ade a t the 
G ettysburg 
post office 
for the 
re ­ 
dem ption of unused th ree cent stam p ­ 
ed envelopes 
and 
two cent 
postal 
cards. These, however, will not be re ­ 
deemed by cash paym ent but the face 
value will be paid in stam ps of other 
denom inations. 
The local office will 
pay out no cash 
w hatever. 
The re ­ 
dem ption provision in the law doe* 
not apply to three cent stam ps. These, 
of course, m ay be used for other p u r­ 
poses. 


M any firms who ordinarily send out 
th eir m onthly statem ents on the last 
day of the month w aited a day longer 
th is m onth thereby saving one cent on 
every letter. 
To large concerns this 
m eans the saving of m any thousands 
of dollars. 


F irst class mail only is affected by 
the new rates. No reduction is made 
on second class m atter or merchandise. 
P ost offices have already returned to 
the pre-w ar ba#is. T hree cent stam ped 
envelopes and tw o cent postal cards 
i re being packed ready to be sent to 
W ashington. 


All redem ptions of stam ped envel­ 
opes and postal cards m ust be m ade 
w ithin th irty days. A fter th a t tim e it 
will be impossible to exchange those 
denom inations which 
pass out 
for 
usable stam ps. They, of course, m ay be 
used a fte r th a t tim e for postage value.
